pointed out. Within the general Trame- 
work of the national progtam, counties 
may develop. practices they consider to 
be needed to provide enduring benefits 
even though these practices ere not in- 
cluded in the National/ACP Bulletin, 
which sets forth thé broad provisions 
of the progrem. 

The program also enables PMA 
county committees, working with Soil 
Conservation Service an Forest Ser- 
vice representatives, to add special 
practices necessary because of unfor- 
seen conditions arising during the, year, 
such as in the drought disaster area in 
the Southwest. 

Secretary Benson added that the 
1954 ACP recognizes that the farmer 
or rancher himself has the first re- 
sponsibility in the protection and im- 
provement of the soil on his farm or 
ranch. The services and assistance 
made available to him by the various 
agencies of the Department are but 
tools to help in protecting, conserv- 
ing, and improving the Nation's agri- 
cultural land. 

The farmer or rancher bears a part 
of^the expense of the practices approved 
for cost-sharing, and the costs will be 
shared only on satisfactorily performed 
practices where such cost-sharing was 
requested by the farmer before the 
conservation work was begun. 

Secretary Benson’s announcement ex- 
plained that elected PMA farmer-com- 
mitteemen will continue to be used in 
1954 to carry out the ACP at the 
county and community levels with tech- 
nical responsibility assigned to the 
Soil Conservation Service and the For- 
est Service in thgir respective fields. 

Copies of the National ACP Bulle- 
tin, which contains the. authority for 
developing state programs, have been 
sent to PMA state committees.
